12. ‘To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes. 


13. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$200.00 for White Pine Blister Rust control to be spent in coopera- 
tion with the State Forestry Department. 


14. ‘To see if the town will vote to make any discount on taxes 
if paid on or before June 15, 1933. 


15. To see if the town will raise and appropriate $125.00 for 
street lighting. 


16. ‘To see if the town will vote to accept from Myrtle E. (Saw- 
telle) Wright the sum of one hundred dollars ($100.00) the income 
to be used for perpetual care of the cemetery lot of Marcia O. 
Hodgeman.

School Board 
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Report of Superintendent of Schools 
To the School Board and Citizens of Mason: 
I respectfully submit my tenth annual report as follows: 
SCHOOL ORGANIZATION 


The teaching staff 1s the same as last year with the exception of 
the music supervisor. Miss Josephine McKinnon took the place 
of Miss Anna G. Smith in that field. Miss McKinnon is a gradu- 
ate of the Keene Normal School and had been teaching in the Mil- 
ford Union for two years. 


SUPERVISION 


In previous reports I have described the routine work of my 
office and have spoken frequently of the testing program. The 
work of the past year has followed similar lines and the results of 
the tests have been sent to the parents, as was done last year. 

Improvement in teaching through the use of standard tests is 
well illustrated by the experience we have had in oral reading, 
systematic records of which have been kept since the fall of 1927. 
The test used consists of a series of five stories of uniform length 
and difficulty, appropriate to the grade in which they are used, 
standardized for the number of seconds it takes pupils to read them, 
and also for the number of errors made. These five tests are given 
at equal intervals during the school year, spaced so that the final 
test comes the latter part of May. ‘The tests are given to pupils 
individually by their own teacher, who thus has the results imme- 
diately available to guide her in adjusting her teaching to the dif- 
ficulties of each pupil. 

The followmg summary of results is for the Supervisory District 
as a whole, with from seventy to ninety children in each grade. 

First Grade: Median number of seconds required in May, 1928, 
70; in May, 1932, 50; standard score, 78. 

Median number of errors made in May, 1928, 9; in May, 1932, 
3; standard score, 5. 

Second Grade: Median number of seconds in May, 1928, 130; 
in May, 1932, 90; standard score, 112. 
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Median number of errors in May, 1928, 10; in May, 1932, 4; 
standard score, 6. 

Third Grade: Median number of seconds in May, 1928, 87; in 
May, 1932, 57; standard score, 63. 

Median number of errors in May, 1928, 414; in May, 1932, 2%; 
standard score, 3. 


Mepicat INSPECTION 
The annual medical inspection was made by Dr. Pease and Mrs. 
Gilbert in September. Mrs. Gilbert has made a detailed report 
to the School Board, a summary of which is as follows:

There is very little follow-up work required this year and what- 
ever there is to be done will be taken care of in the Spring. 


BUDGET 


The estimated expenditure for state aid items in the budget for 
1933-1934 is $530 less than the estimate for last year; $350 of this 
represents a reduction in the cost of transportation; $25, reduction 
in the cost of medical inspection and health; $15, fuel; $15, schol- 
ars’ supplies; $25, text books; and $100, in teachers’ salaries. The 
last named is a reduction of $150 from the actual salaries paid this 
year. ‘This is m line with reductions in teachers’ salaries through- 
out the state. There is also a reduction in the estimated cost for 
high school tuition from $1215 to $1050. 

There will be a reduction of nearly $200 in state aid due to lower 
costs this year than last year. The estimated balance for next 
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June is between $500 and $600, which is entered in the budget as 
$558.45, in order to make a round figure of $1900, recommended 
to be raised by taxation. 


ScHOOL ECONOMY 


The Budget as presented and explained in the paragraph above 
represents a very thorough study on the part of the School Board 
and myself in an effort to discover all possible ways of economizing 
in the cost of maintaining schools without seriously injuring their 
efficiency. We believe that local as well as national efforts at 
economy must heed the warning voiced by President Hoover at 
the National Conference: ‘However the national economy may 
‘ vary, or whatever fiscal adjustments may be made, the very first 
obligation upon the national resources 1s the undiminished fiman- 
cial support of the public schools. We cannot afford to lose any 
ground in education. That is neither economy nor good judg- 
ment.” 

In closing this, my tenth year of service in this Supervisory 
Union, I wish to express my belief that our schools have made 
progress and to acknowledge the interest and cooperation of the 
parents and citizens generally, as well as of the School Board and 
teachers, which has made possible whatever advancement there 
has been. I trust that these conditions will continue to prevail 
and that the standards may be maintained in spite of the effects 
of economic conditions.
